Chemistry 1A Puts 
Accent on Quantity

Perhaps this is an over- 
worked phrase, but it cer- 
tainly applies to the new 
“forward” look in the SAC 
chemistry department. 

Art Hayes, who accom- 
panies Dr. Walter Brooks 
in team teaching classes, 
latest SAC innovation, says 
they are attempting “to 
cover more material in greater 
depth with at least as good re- 
sults.” 

Prime function of team teach- 
ing, which debuted this semester, 
is flexibility. It enables Hayes 
and Dr. Brooks to cover in two 
lectures as much material as they 
used to cover in three lectures. 

‘“Chemistry is now more quan- 
titative than qualitative,” 
plains the moustached instructor. 
“Chem 1A students meet to- 
gether for one lecture, and with 
the use of overhead projector 
transparencies, we can delve into 
more background materials and 
math concepts.” 

Main reason for team teaching. 
stresses Hayes, is the “time” 
factor. In the past, there was no 
time to cover in depth existing 
material, as well as the increas 


ex- | 


ity,” comments Hayes, “and will 
be used on a limited basis. Eight 
to ten monitors’ will be stra- 
tegically located in a lecture hall 
where students may view pre- 
taped chemistry. experiments.” 
Television will also solve the 


time-lapse’: problem that now 


exists. Students will be able to 
see in fifteen minutes an exper- 
iment that would normally take 
up ‘to two weeks to complete. 

“Team teaching will also give 
us new. knowledge of how chem- 
istry buildings should be con- 
structed in the future. It puts 
the student more on his own. We 
expect the student to be as 
mature as he claims he’s been 
since the age of thirteen,” smiled 
Hayes.
